\ssistant Chief William Collins 
reported Saturday. The exa t 
iiinnber was 486. Assistant Maiv- 
iger James A. Dixon, of tlie 
Huntington, W. \"a. district, said 
rli.1t 187 contracts had been sign- 
d in that territory. These, how- 
ever, had not been received at 
'he Field Service Division offices 
md, tliercforc, were not includ- 
d in the week's report of con- 
tacts received. 

Tvlr. Dixon, who was in Lex- 
ington for a brief visit before 
returning to his field of labor, 
said the association was gaining 
r:i['idly in western West X'irginia 
and i'^astcrn Ohio and that the 
cainpaign had reached a point at 
vi hich it w as deenre<l advisable 
to start county organizations. 
Many of the burley growers of 
(•oil;;! and Lawrence counties in 
C'iuo have. signed the contract. 
Warehottse interests are waging 
a xi.iiorous warfare on the asso- 
ciation but with a purpose so ev- 
ident that it is having little ef- 
fect in that territory. 

j'irecior of Warehouses Ralph 
?i. Barker returned from week's 
•.olive work, in the field, having 
iinislitd valuing warehouses over 
the entire district. The past 
'veek he was in southern Ohio, 
including the towns of Ripley, 
(ieorgeto\vn, Peebles and West 
linion, and also visited Brooks- 
viiie, Augfusta, Vanceburg and 
Grayson. 

'i' didn't hnd a single sorehead 
on the trip," said Mr. . Barker. 
'■\Ve have arranged for the tak- 
ing over of almost all the ware- 
houses and have had no difficulty 
m reaching an agreement witli 
the owners as to actual value 
without arbitration. I have found 
the warehousemen fair and an 
entire absence of any disposition 
to take advantage of the associa- 
tion. We rather expected that 
dtuation. inasmuch as most of 
the warehousemen are tobacco 
growers and members of the as- 
sociation." 

E. M. Mansfield, of Carrollton, 
who was in Lexington Saturday, 
said that in his opinion, the cropi 
oi 1922 would not exceed 10 per 
cent more than the crop of last 
year in the C(junties he had visit- 
ed. Mr. Mansfield .'^aid that most 
of the crop had been set out andj 
that the plants are in fine Condi-' 
tion. He said further that the 
crop had been planted earlier by 
iuliy fifteen days than for many 
years past: most of it having 
b'-en set in May. He said the 
cool nights and wet weather ai't 
liie growth or the young plants. 

Adair county growers are as 
s tired of a receiving plant for 
their crops if they sign up the 
county. Green county growers 
also want a receiving plant at 
Greensburg and this, it was said 
at association headquarters, wiil 
be granted if the signup war-! 
rants it.

of official testing in Minnesota, at 
the sug,s:estion of O. H. Baker, ai 
the American Jersey Cattle Chd). 
the new identification system has 
acted as a substitute tor the un- 
satisfactory l>randing metltods. in 
use for years past. 

^lore than 2,000 prints have 
been taken and are on file, and 
not two have licen found alike. 
W hen the suggestio.n had reached 
the ears of many of the leading 
v-aUle breeders, it was regarded ^ 
as humorous bit of "air talk"' but i 
like the days subsequent to tlie i 
developing of tlie P.ertillion sys- ' 
tern and its acceptance by the 
world generally, the past few 
'iicnths has pmvcd the elTiicacy 
'>l tile new identification svsteni.j 

The procedure in making the 
nose ]>rints is simple. The cow's 
head is taken under the left arm. 

nose wiped and ink ai)plied 
tliereon with a soaked stamping 
])ad. A small board to which 
mimeograph ])apcr has i)een at- 
tached takes the imprint. The 
lower edge of the paper is start- 
ed at the base of tlie cow's upper 
lip and with slight, even pressure, 
ri.iled upward. The resultant 
nose print is a permanent recf)rd. 
as noses do not change with time. 

According to 'Mr. T'eterson. 
positive idcntitication of animals 
IS necessary for several reasons. 
Substitution of two scrub cows 
would have little significance he 
said, but if a pure bred coav 
should be replaced by a mediocre 
one. the substitution might mean 
th.ousands of d(illars. Again, if 
a fresh cow of similar appearance 
Avere to replace a cow on official 
test, a serious fraud would be 
perpetrated. 

]\rany insurance companies have 
solicited informatioiT about it. 
Snpt. Peterson said. • Under the 
pre.-ent ;irrangenient, the live- 
stock owners may insure eight or 
ten animals and in many cases 
with the death of any one animal, 
insurance is collected, regardless 
of whether o.r not the insured 
..i.ttle was the dead one. accord- 
ir,g to IMr. Peterson. A\'ith nose 
prints, the companies will have 
positive proof. 

"Substitution is also possible in 
lulierculosis testing," the testing 
superintendent continued. 'Tn a 
case where a valuable animal re- 
acts to the test and is condemned, 
ear tags may bie swapped and an- 
• jther animal of less value may be 
killed, while the reactor is saved 
to spread the di.sca.se to other 
animals."
